Therefore, it is sensible to assume that rival TV broad-
casts, regardless of time shown here in the west, have hurt
the bank account of Dan Reeves, battling co-owner of the
Rames.

It’s different now, you have your choice,
get out of the house or sharpen your TV eyesight and see
one on the tube.
